Instant claims 1-12 are allowable for the reasons of record found in Applicant's 
Remarks dated February 18, 2004. Specifically, Applicant's 1.132 Declaration (dated 
February 18, 2004) has shown that the copolymers discloses in Yamaguchi et al, U.S. 
Patent 6,444,771 , do not meet the clay dispersibility limitations required in the instant 
claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
